While Maj Bullock observed them 
at twelve o'clock for about fifteen seconds when he turned away to call 
them to the attention of other personnel but the objects were out of sight 
before this could be done. M/S gs Fink observed them at twelve o'clock 
for about twenty seconds until out of sight. All witnesses generally 
agree to the above data.
